Were made necessary by the repeal of 
the sPTPi-y clause to the state income 
tax law. 


Persons desiring income tax infor- 


mation will be required to observe an 
orderly procedure, restricted to a. close 
•observance of office rules, befoi'e thv 
records of the tax 
commission 
are 


opened to them, the rules show. 
A 


communication issued by the commis- 
sion outlining this procedure follows: 


The secrecy clause to the 
income 


tax law has been repealed. 


OPEN TO PL'BLIC 


By this act the records in the seve- 


-ral offices of the state charged with 
the duty of administering the income 
tax law are open to public inspection 
undey such conditions as will not in- 
terfere with its orderly 
administra- 


tion. 


The law vests in the tax commission 


full power and aut'.-.crity to make such 
rules and regulations as it may deem 
necessary to carry into effect the in- 
come tax law. in pursuance of which 
It had adopted the following tenta- 
tive rules governing -the inspection of 
Income tax returns: 


MUST WRITE APPLICATION

sessors of incomes in any district in 
the state may be permitted by 
any 


person upoii'written application desig- 
nating therein the return derived for 
examination.

detach or remove from a return anj- 
record or correspondence, or support- 
ing schedule on file with the same.

No person shall be permitted 


to examine more than one return at 
the same time. 


5. 
Persons 
examining 
retunn- 


shall-be. seated in plain view of the 
custodian while making such examin- 
ation at a. place in the office, of the as- 
sessor of incomes to be designated by 
such custodian. 


6. The employe designated by thf 


assessor of incomes to'superintend the 
examination of income 
tax 
returns 


shall during the time allowed for that 
purpose devote his or her time exclu- 
sively to such superintendence. 


7. No official or employe connected 


•with the several offices of assessors of 
incomes shall give out lists of taxpay- 
ers or information 
contained 
-in in- 


come tax returns. 


S. Assessors of incomes may make 


rules limiting the hours during which 
income tax returns will be open to in 
spection in their respective offices . 


9. Persons examining 
income tax 


returns who fail 
to observe 
these 


rules may be denied the privilege of 
examining the same in the future.

Our principal mistake is that WP have

The mistake is ours. -We would solve 


our present social and economic problems 
more easily and more wisely if we looked 
back more often to American beginnings. 
If we are perplexed by our difficulties and 
differences, it is because we ignore the 
ideals on which this republic was built, on 
which it must stand. 
We need more of 


the spirit and more of the belief of the 
men whose devotion made America. 
Our 


beginnings were so great that we. as a 
people, npver can be greater than they 
were, than thev are a.nd will be.

EIGHT-HOUR DAY BILL KILLED 
The senate -did a good job when it 


killed, by a vote of eighteen to fourteen, 
'the Tucker bill, passed by the assembly, 
to establish a compulsory eight-hour day 
in industry. 
Socialists led the fight for 


its passage and the farmer members of the 
upper house joined "\vith the conservative 
Republicans to kill the measure. 


Among the amendments offered at the 


last minute AVJLS one by Senator Gettle- 
man of Milwaukee, which would have 
made 
the 
bill apply to all workers in 


"Wisconsin, both on the farm and in the 
dries. 


The killing of this measiire is of quite 


as much benefit to the employe as to the 
employer. It was an extreme proposal, 
in that it forbade a man from working 
more than eight hours even on his own 
wish and with pay for overtime at time 
and a half. 
The basic eight-hour day' is 


quite well established in the state of "Wis- 
consin in industry aside from tho farm, 
and it can not possibly be made to apply 
to the farm. 


Passage of the Tucker bill would have 


deprived thousands upon thousands-of 
workmen of a substantial addition to their 
income yearly through overtime. Tt weuld 
have forced some manufacturing concerns 
into bankruptcy, and others into a curtail- 
mpnt of their operations. Tt would have 
added one more heavy handicap to indus- 
try throughout "Wisconsin in its competi- 
tion with manufacturers of surrounding 
states who are not burdened in a similar 
manner.

A BOTTLE A DAY 


In the first three eventful days, while his howl 


ing highness is hanging- around waiting to see 
whether mother is going to be a'100 per cent mam 
my. he should receive every four hours, after the 
first 12 hours, a bottle of water that has been boiled 
of this he may take from one to two ounces each 
time, through a regular nursing nipple. Should any 
one strongly opfne that the poor little creature is 
like to starve, a compromise may be affected to the 
extent of dissolving m each two ounces of water 
fed the baby not more than half a teaspoonful of 
lactose (otherwise known as milk siigar or sugar 
of milk) or half a teaspoonful of the common grocery 
product known as corn syrup (glucose). 


Throughout his earlier career the- main noise 


should have his bottle once a day, "even though 
mammy comes up to starch on the nursing proposi- 
tion. A bottle of water every day, immediately aft- 
er a nursing, or later, on, a bottle of modified milk 
once a dajr in place of one nursing, may proi'e a 
valuable plan, as the mother will find when It comes 
time to wean the baby. 


When the baby's weight fails to increase at least 


four ounces each -week after the first week it is 
reasonable to assume that he is not getting suffi- 
cient breast milk; in that case the breast feeding 
may be supplemented by a bottle feeding once 
daily. 


Besides failure to gain in weight—a lusty young- 


ster may gain as much as eight ounces a week- 
other signs of insufficient nursing are iretfulness 
of the infant while nursing-, a tendency to remain 
too long at the breast and crying when removed 
from the breast. The normal baby, receiving suf- 
ficient breast milk, nurses from 10 to 15 minutes 
and is then satisfied usually_falling- asleep. When 
the baby nurses over 20*minutes the chances are 
the breast feeding is insufficient. A baby receiving- 
insufficient breast milk generally has small slimy 
stools, that is. there is more than the normal quan- 
tity of rnUcus present, and usually only one or two 
movements daily, whereas the healthy, well nour- 
ished breast baby should have three or four. Consti- 
pation in a breast fed baby strongly suggests too 
little food: this is best remedied by supplementing 
the breast feeding with one or more bottle feedings 
daily. 


Of course, when there is reason to think the baby 


is getting insufficient food from the breast, the 
mother should adopt s~uch measures as have proved 
helpful in increasing the lactation. 
Frequently 


the fault is due to ill advised restrictions of the 
mother's diet. There is no class or variety of food 
which is ordinarily wholeso"me which a mother 
should avoid when nur=ing a baby. She should par- 
ticularly include In her diet as much 'variety as 
possible, especially, in the choice 
of 
vegetables, 


reens. fresh fruits and relishes. 
The common no- 


tion that the drinking of much tea or alcoholic 
bereages improve lactation is a serious error, for 
these practices generally diminish the mother's ca- 
pacity to nurse her baby.

Answer—Three months is early enough to begin 


giving orange juice or tomato juice to a bottle 
baby; ordinarily a breast fed baby requires no 
such accessory because he gets his vitamins from 
the breast. Wean the baby when he is 10 months 
old, 
but if clean fresh milk is available you may 


wean at any time in the summer. It is all right 
lo begin feeding the articles you mention when the 
baby is six months or older.
